GUN crime has risen nearly 
20% over the past 10 years, 
with increases in three- 
quarters of police force areas. 

There were more than 17 
offences on average every day 
in the year to March 2023, with 
annual rates up from 5,158 to 
6,365 over the decade. 

Among the worst-hit areas 
was the North East, where 
firearm crimes rocketed more 
than five-fold, from 68 to 367, 
Home Office data shows. 

And in the West Midlands 
gun offences more than 
doubled from 628 to 1,327. 

The overall rise comes 
despite incidents in London 
boroughs being cut from 1,961 
a year in 2013 to 1,087 a 
decade on.

He shot Olivia and injured Cheryl 
as he chased a fellow drug dealer into 
their home on August 22, 2022.

Cashman relentlessly pursued Joseph 
Nee into Olivias Dovecot home, 
where the schoolgirl had left her bed 
after hearing the commotion. 

During sentencing, the judge 
added: "She came downstairs to seek 
the comfort of her mother. Her last 
words were, Mum, I'm scared’. 

“In a terrible twist of fate, she had 
stepped directly into the line of fire’ 

Mrs Justice Yip said that Cashman 
had shown no remorse when he 
refused to attend his sentencing. 

He was given a 42-year minimum 
jail term and last November his appli- 
cation for permission to file for an 
appeal was denied by a judge. 

His previous attempt to gain 
permission to challenge his minimum 
jail term was rejected by a judge 
without a hearing in July 2023.

came into force in 2010. David 
Bowles, RSPCA head of public affairs, 
said: "Although there are loopholes in 
this law, Lucy's story really had a part 
to play in highlighting the illegal 


"Our rescuers are all too aware of 


the illegal puppy trade, 
rescuing dogs from 
unimaginable cruelty 
and hideous 
conditions. We call for 
stronger legislation to 
safeguard these 
pups," he added. 


Tilikum came to the world's attention 
in 2013 as part of the documentary 
Blackfish, which exposed how orcas in 
captivity suffer psychological trauma. 

He spent most of his life at Seaworld 
Orlando in Florida and was involved in 
three of the four fatal attacks on 
humans by orcas in captivity. 

Tilikum died in 2017 but his role in 
the film brought the ethics of using 
animals in entertainment to the fore. 

His death led to campaigns urging 
tourists to avoid holiday activities that 
might involve animals suffering.

Screening Awareness Week, I'm here to 
share my story. 

Every woman between the ages of 25 | 
and 64 is invited to have a smear test, | 
and they can be life-saving, as I found | 
out. I was invited for my first just before 
I turned 25 and was nervous, but after | 
some reassurance from my mum - and | 


friends who had already had one - I 
booked myselfin. 

Smear tests, also known as cervical 
screening tests, are designed to check 
the health of a womans cervix and also 
can help to find any abnormal changes 
before they turn into cancer. While most 
peoples results come back negative, 
some can test positive for these 
abnormalities and I was one of them. 

It's safe to say Iam now a huge 
advocate for smear tests, and I would 
advise any woman to get one as soon as 
they can, because mine saved my life 
andInow realise the true importance 
of having one. While it can be a bit 
embarrassing and uncomfortable, it's 
five minutes that can stop cancer in its 
tracks and save your life. 


FRUSTRATED 


Like many other women, I had no 
idea what HPV (human papillomavirus) 
was and thought the test was to check 
for cervical cancer. I was left with so 
many questions, not to mention the 
overwhelming emotions when I got a 
letter to say I had “abnormal cells” and 
had tested positive for "high risk" HPV.

told me they checked for HPV, but I had 
nothingto worry about. However, four 
days after my smear test, I got a phone 
call from the hospital. 

They told me my results had come 
back showing abnormal cells and I 
shouldnt worry, but I needed a 
colposcopy and possibly some treat- 
ment to eradicate the cells. They 
booked me in for the following Tuesday 
and told me I had also been sent a letter 
putting it in writing. I was impressed by 
how quickly it had all been put through, 
but nevertheless, I was petrified. 

Iwas now convinced I had cervical 
cancer thanks to Doctor Google and felt 
myself getting increasingly angry at the 
sheer lack of information out there. 

Onlylast month, leading charity Jos 
Cervical Cancer Trust went into 
administration, after providing support 
for two decades - a crushing blow when 


more awareness is desperately needed. 
A colposcopy is a further examination 
ofthe cervix - a bit like a more in-depth 
smear test - where nurses are able to 
see if there are abnormalities in the 
cervix cells. Again, I had no clue what 
"treatment" meant in this context. The 
days running up to my appointment at 
the hospital felt painstakingly slow. At 


this point, I was so 
overwhelmed, I still felt 


If I'd put it off,

remove the abnormal cells. According 
to the NHS, mild abnormalities don't 
always need to be treated, but if needed, 
the aim is to remove the abnormal 
cervical cells while preserving as much 
normal tissue as possible. They 
estimate that less than one in 1,000 
women referred for colposcopy are 
found to have cervical cancer that 
requires immediate treatment. I was 
that one in 1,000. 


CHANGES 


LLETZ removes a small part of the 
cervix and it can be used to treat 
cervical cell changes (abnormal cells) or 
early-stage cervical cancer, as well as to 
diagnose cervical cancer. It uses a thin 
wire loop with an electrical current to 
remove the affected area. 

Even though I was having surgery, I 
was an outpatient, but thankfully I had a 
lot of support and my own room. To say 
Iwasntin pain would be alie - I was 
given a local anaesthetic in my cervix 
which makes me cross my legs at the 
thought of it - but it was over in under 
10 minutes. I was so glad my mum was 

| able to stay with me, I 
squeezed her hand tightly 
2 during the procedure. 

On the LLETZ treat- 
ment, the NHS states: 
“Removing abnormal 
cervical cells is usually 
successful (about a 90 per 
cent success rate). You 
should be invited for a 
follow-up cervical 
screening test to check that the 
treatment has been successful" 

And six months later, I had another 
smear test to check everything had 
gone smoothly. I was very nervous 
about the results, even though medics 
were almost certain the surgery had 
been successful. Luckily it was and I 
was so pleased to know I no longer had 
to worry. I now have to have a smear 
test every year, rather than every three 
years like most women, but I truly value 
the peace of mind this gives me. 

IfIhad put off having that very first 
smear test, I would be in a very different 
position today. 

IfI hadn't gone for my screening, 
those abnormal cells would have likely 
turned cancerous, resulting in a 
devastating cancer diagnosis. Each year 
3,200 women are diagnosed with 
cervical cancer and five-year survival 
currently stands at 67.4%. 

The NHS Cervical 
Screening Programme was 
introduced in 1988 and in its 
first 20 years, contributed to 
cervical cancer cases falling

(LLETZ). This is when I finally started 
to get some answers. 

The nurse was brilliant at reassuring 
me, and while I had no idea I was 
having surgery that day when I walked 
into the hospital, they did all they could 
to keep me calm. My mum was right by 
my side, and the nurse told me every- 
thing that was about to happen and 
that they were about to remove the part 
ofthe affected cervix. While it was all a 
blur, the only bit I registered was they 
were about to use a heated wire loop to 


developing cervical cancer. 
They can prevent an 
estimated 75 per cent of diagnoses. 

A more recent development in 
cervical cancer prevention is the HPV 
vaccination programme. The 
vaccination, offered to girls aged 11-17 
since 2008, protects against 70 per cent 
of cervical cancers. 

Dont be scared - go for your smear 
test. It could just save your life.

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How to deal with 
knock knees 


What is it? 

Knock knees is when there's a gap 
between your ankles when you 
stand with your knees together. It's 
common in children aged three to 
Six and usually gets better on its 
own. Sometimes older children or 
adults have it. 

What causes it? 

Knock knees in children is a normal 
part of growth and development, 
and it usually improves as they get 
older. 

But in some children and adults it 
may be caused by an injury to the 
knees or legs, osteomyelitis (a bone 
infection), arthritis, vitamin D 
deficiency and some genetic 
conditions which affect the joints 
Such as joint hypermobility 
syndrome or Ehlers-Danlos 
syndrome.

Bi The gap between the ankles is 
more than 8cm when standing with 
the knees together 

Bi Your child is very short or 
underweight for their age 

Bi They're limping or having 
difficulty walking 

E Your child is under the age of two 
or over the age of five 

Bi It started when you were an 
adult, and one or both knees are 
painful, swollen, stiff or feel warm 
Bi Only one leg is affected or the 
legs are different lengths; the 
problem is getting worse 

What's the treatment? 

Most children don't need any 
treatment and knock knees usually 
gets better as children grow and 
their legs straighten. Sometimes 
physiotherapy helps. 

If knock knees cause problems 
Such as pain or difficulty walking, 
you should see a specialist for 
assessment. 

Rarely, surgery to straighten the 
knees and legs may be 
recommended.

How much of it is a true allergy 

and how much is down to 

intolerance? People also tend to 
use the word allergy when all they 
have is a deep dislike of a food. 

An allergy always involves the 
immune system which causes 
unpleasant symptoms in an effort to 
protect the body from the offending 
food (allergen). Common signs are an 
itchy mouth, and swollen lips, face, 
mouth and eyelids. 

In severe reactions, swallowing and 
breathing are affected and may go on 
to full-blown anaphylactic shock, 
which is an emergency and you should 
call an ambulance. So how common is 
allergy? Less than you might think. 

The Food Standards Agency in 
collaboration with Manchester 
University has carried out a large study 
into the prevalence of food allergies in 
UK adults. 

The FSA project found more than 
3096 of adults reported a bad reaction 
when eating a particular food. When 
this was investigated further through 
a clinical assessment, however, it was 
found only around 696 of the UK adult 
population have a confirmed food 
allergy, much less than the 3096 of

Professor Robin May, chief scientific 
adviser at the Food Standards Agency 
said: “Through this research, we can 
see patterns, such as the emergence of 
plant-based allergies, affecting more 
people in adulthood, 
which is important for us 
to consider as we've 
seen the food system 
move towards plant- 
based diets and 
alternative proteins. 

“The FSA remains 
committed to ensuring 
that consumers have clear and accu- 
rate allergen labelling to support 
people in the UK living with a food 
allergy. 

“This report will help guide our 
future work on allergens to ensure 
everyone can enjoy food that is safe” 

Can you stop an allergy from 
developing? Well, the pioneering work 
of Professor Gideon Lack of King’s 
College London has shown that by 
exposing children to potentially 
allergic foods, including peanuts, 
before their first birthday, allergies can 
largely be avoided.

I'm 
always waiting for something 
bad to happen to the family 
again. How can I get control of 
this horrible feeling?

Victims, experts and journalists 
speak out about growing evidence 
linking migrant deaths to the actions 
of the Greek coast guard.

George played in that game in her 
memory after talking openly about 
how she was diagnosed with cancer 
the day he was offered the England 
captaincy just before the tournament.

- which were the first of his interna- 
tionals she had missed in nine years. 

The hooker, who will lead England 
against Japan in Tokyo on Saturday, 
admits he struggled to cope with the 
grieving process. He leaned on his 
playing mates for support and they 
stood with him, but George has still 
not come to terms with his loss. 

The 33-year-old said: “I will be 
carrying that with me for a long, long 
time. Yes, I found it difficult, at times 
probably in the first few weeks 
post-Six Nations. I’m pretty open 
about that, I found it challenging. 

"Tve spoken to the right people, I've 
got great people around me, but in 
that situation, theres no quick fix. 

"Tve got to make sure I stay on 
top of it, keep talking to people, 
keep open and be honest with 
how I'm feeling. Youre inside 
this bubble and youre almost 
outside of reality. 

"The most encouraging thing ` 
is Ihave got some people in this 
team who really care about me. 

“Were all in it together and we'll 
make sure we look after each other 
and keep an eye out for each other.

The assist for 
Bellingham’s bullet header 
inside the opening 15 minutes 
was just a touch fortuitous - 
taking a deflection en route - 
but the run that got him into 
the position of danger was typi- 
cal of his work, particularly his 
first-half work. And his combi- 
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nation with Kyle Walker is, quite 
possibly, England's most potent 
attacking ploy. 
Apart from the goal, every 
dangerous moment created by 
England in the first half 
came down the right 
y € flank. Serbia's left- 
‘ sided defender Strahi- 
nja Pavlovic suffered a 
torrid time. 
In fact, England 
would have been further 
ahead at the break had Phil 
Foden - after Saka had yet again 
scooted beyond his defender - 
read his team-mates intentions 
better. Foden certainly took 
some time to get to grips with 
Southgates tactics. 
Getting the very best out of 
the Footballer of the Year is a 


challenge the England coach 
continues to grapple with. 

And it is a difficult one, 
especially as Kieran Trippier still 
looks slightly awkward when 
operating on the left. 

There is certainly no rapport 
between Trippier and Foden. 

But to think there is still alot 
more to come from Foden is a 
hugely encouraging thought for 
England fans. 

And there will need to be alot 
more to come from this 
England squad, as a whole, if 
they are going to go deep into 
the tournament. 

Trent Alexander-Arnold had, 
to be kind, a mixed night. 

There is every chance his 
tenure in the middle of midfield 
might well be a short one. And 
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John Stones was not completely 
footsure in the centre of 
England's defence, although his 
partner, Marc Guehi, posted an 
accomplished performance. 

There were as many grounds 
for concern as there were for 
encouragement in this opening 
Group C encounter.

But before he went off after 75 
minutes - he has been strug- 
gling slightly with a groin prob- 
lem - it was a statement from 
one player.
